AWARDS WOMAN 
$6,060.00. DAMAGES 


Damages of $6000 w were awarded by 
a jury on Monday night in the breach 
of promise action in the supreme court 
before Chief Justice Simmons, the 
jury being out one hour. 

Neddrding’ to the “plaintiff, ‘Mary 
Grace Gunn, she and her betrothed, 
Fred Barr of Stanger, purchased the 
wedding license in Edmonton on Oc- 
tober 10, 1924, spent the Saturday 
shopping and were to be married the 
next afternoon, The groom-to-be did 
not appear. <A damage action for 
$10,000 was filed at Wetaskiwin, and 
came to trial here Monday. The de- 
fendant’s brother, A. H. Barr, was 
added as co-defendant on the ground 
that “he induced Fred to break his 
promise.” 

The jury found Fred G. Barr 
guilty of breach of promise and as- 
sessed general damages of $4,300 and 
special damages of $200, and costs. 
They found the brother, A. H. Barr, 
did induce his brother to break his 
promise and assessed damages of 
$1,500 against him.—Bulletin.

One of the best known men in the 
community passed away suddenly on 
Thursday of last week, when Phillip 
Joseph Mullen dropped on the side- 
walk and was removed to J. J. Christo- 
pher’s grocery, and expired in a few 
moments. A doctor was summoned 
but life had departed before his ar- 
rival, Deceased had been troubled 
with his heart for some time and | 
heart failure was the cause of the 
sudden demise. 

The late Mr. Mullen was a _ 
Milwaukee, Wis., on April 23rd, 
and spent several years in ath ae 
kota prior to coming to Alberta in 
$99, Shortly after his arrival he took 
up farming at Coal Lake and started 
in the lumbering industry. Later he 
was a partner in the firm of Mullen 
Brothers, general merchants at Millet, 
at the same time being financially in- 
terested in the real estate and saw- 
mill business, as well as managing 
the large dairy farm just north of 
Millet. In 1910, he and his family 
moved to Edmonton, where he became 
a Shareholder in the Edmonton City 
Dairy Company. He was also inte- 
ested in a coal mine at Wabamun as 
well as the real estate business, In 
1917 he returned to this district and 
ovened up his timber. limits at. Pigeqn 
Lake, which he operated until tie 
time of his demise. 

The late Mr. Mullen was held in the 
highest esteem by all who knew him. | 
By his honesty and integrity and fair 
mindedness he won a host of friends 
and his counsel was frequently sought 
in business affairs, especially by 
those who knew him best. 

He is surved by his wife,  cight 
sons and two daughters, also one 
brother, J. W. Mullen, of Millet. The 
family are James and Leo at Detroit, 
Phillip at Coleville, Sask., and Joe, 
Riley, Howard, Ralph, Robert, Cath-

Raddison was the first white man in 
the west, and he had a true knows 
ledge of the Indian character, and 
was worthy of a place in the hall of 
fame for his achievements. Chief 
Crowfoot of the Crowfoot tribe, was 
able to control his warriors in the 
war of 1885, and perhaps prevented 
the annihilation of the forees sent 
from the east. The aborigines of the 
plains are supposed to have crossed 
the Behring Straits, and these were 
supplanted by the Indians. The Sun 
Dance ceremony when braves were 
chosen by the Indians, was vividly 
described. The French were thor- 
oughly alive to the importance of 
pomp and ceremony in dealing with 
the Indians and the inspectors of 
the Hudson's Bay Co. went from post 
to post bedecked in the brightest 
robes and hats to impress the natives 
with their importance. The lack of 
trouble with the Indians in the early 
days was due to the influence of the 
pioneer missionaries. 

From 1825 to 1870 might be con- 
sidered the golden age of the fur 
trade, especially by the Hudson's Bay 
Co., who were very powerful and in 
many instances stooped to very ques- 
tionable methods of keeping the ter- 
ritory to themselves. These were 
also the best days for the western 
Indians as game was abundant. Buf: 
falo and caribou roamed in millions; 
the Indians had heavy guns, and fur 
was plentiful to trade for ammuni- 
tion and necessities. With the arri- 
vai of trains in the western states, 
buffalo hides became valuable as 
they could be taken east, 

Tn 1870 the deadly smallpox epi- 
demic swept the western plains and 
carried away about one-third of the 
Indian population, and even white, 
families were not exempt from the 
plague, many being wiped out.

Producers of Printing of the Better Quality 
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Feeding Experiments 


At the University 


The Feeders’ Day arranged by the 
department of animal husbandry at 
the University of Alberta, Edmonton, 
recently, consisted of a brief review 
of various experiments dealing with 
the feeding of cattle, sheep and swine 
conducted during the past year by 
Professors Sackville, Bowstead and 
Sinclair. Such problems as the best 
age at which to put beef cattle in 
the feed-lot, the comparative value 
of a full and limited grain ration, 
the value of feeding oil meal to fat- 
tening animals, and the relative feed- 
ing value of the feeds on the Alberta 
farm were discussed at some length. 


The advantages of mineral mixtures 
and protein supplement in a_ ration 
for growing hogs were streessed as 
was also the value of pasture in rais- 
ing pigs during the summer months, 
While the cost of feeding raising fall- 
farrowed pigs is slightly greater than 
in the case of spring pigs, the advan- 
tage of selling the pigs on a spring 
market compensates for this and war- 
rants Alberta farmers raising pigs 
during the winter months is the con- 
clusion arrived at in a series of ex- 
periments conducted by Prof, R. D. 
Sinclair. 

Profits were shown to be in favar 
of self-fed pigs as compared with 
those fed by hand, higher daily gains 
being made in the -former case al- 
though gains being made in the form- 
er case were possibly not so econoin- 
ical. The addition of a small amount 
of tankage to the grain ration is 
recommended to increase the daily 
gains, especially in the case where 
milk or buttermilk is not available 
and the cost of tankage is not prohibi- 
tive. Expensive quarters were shown 
to be unnecessary, hogs housed in 
small colony houses showing an ad- 
vantage over those kept in the large 
barn, 

The average grain ration fed to 
hogs has been conclusively shown to 
give better results in the case of 
growing pigs when supplemented with 
a mineral mixture, especially where 
dairy byproducts or tankage are not 
fed. A mixture of soft coal, salt, 
lime and sulphur is recommended in 
this connection, 

The addition of tankage to a straight 
grain ration was shown without a 
doubt to increase the average daily 
gain of the pigs as well as reducing 
the amount of grain required to pro- 
duce 100 pounds of gain. 

Rye, when fed alone, was shown 
to compare somewhat — unfavorably 
with barley as a feed for pigs, al- 
though a mixture of oats, barley and 
rye gave satisfactory results in bring- 
ing the pigs up to marketable weight 
and finish. 

In an experiment in which cattle 
of different ages had been fattened, 
yearlings proved to put on more econ- 
omical gains than did animals fed 
either as calves or as two-year-olds. 
In addition, the yearlings on the ay- 
erage sold on a wider margin and 
thus returned greater profits. Year- 
lings, however, made slower gains 
than did two-year-olds. 

Further in this experiment, it was 
found that steers fed a limited grain 
ration made better profits than did 
those on full feed, although gains 
were made at a slower rale. The 
advantage of reducing the ration is 
particularly evident in years when 
grain prices are high. 

An additional conclusion was that 
the feeding of oil meal in limited 
quantities with the grain ration was 
justified, resulting as it did in higher 
daily gains and better finished ani- 
mals, Experiments conducted over 
the last two years show that where 
alfalfa can be bought at a reasonable 
price it is of greater feeding value 
than oat hay in fattening steers, The 
value of this finding will be more 
apparent in the southern part of the 
province than in northern areas, 

A comparison of oat hay and oat 
silage showed that the silage returned 
considerably better profits than did 
the oat hay. The conclsuion is reach- 
ed that if green oats can be ensiled 
at a cost of less than $2.50 per ton the 
storing of feed in this way is advis- 
able. In view of the growing popu- 
larity of the silo on Alberta farms 
this result is of some importance to 
cattle feeders, 

A number of sheep feeding problems 
were reviewed by Prof. J. E. Bow- 
stead. In pasture tests with ewes, 
much better results were obtained 
wth oat pasture and altaswede clover 
than with sweet clover. Similar ef- 


fects were also noted with the lambs 
on these pastures, better gains re- 
sulting in the case of the two first- 
mentioned crops. 

A comparison of oat silage and sun- 
flower silage showed up the advan- 
tage of the latter, especially when 
oat hay was also included in this ra- 
tion. The value of the addition of 
potassium iodide to the ration of 
pregnant ewes was very evident in 
the greatly reduced number of lambs 
affected with goitre. Ewes fed on 
out hay, when potassium iodide was 
supplied, were shown to be maintain- 
ed in better flesh and to raise more 
vigorous lambs than those fed on 
prairie hay as a roughage. 


MADE RESTITUTION 


Montreal, April 27—A story of a

for her age. We stayed in Red Deer 
for six years and then came to the 
United States. I went to a revival 
meeting and was converted and since 
that time my whole life has been 
changed. I have made restitution in 
many things. While we have to work 
hard for our needs, yet God has pros- 
pered us wonderfully in good work, 
700d health and many dear friends, 
and I am sending you herewith $20 
as half fare, with a little interest 
added.

WHAT IS CHEAP PRINTING? 


The fundamentals of printing prac- 
tice are. fairly. well standardized 
throughout the country, and every 
shop follows the same general pro- 
cedure in the production of printed 
matter, If all movements of a print- 
ing plant are so similar, what then 
causes such a variance at times in 
estimates and costs? Yet there are 
invisible reasons for these added 
costs, which give visible evidence of 
themselves when the work is deliver- 
ed. Quality printing means that the 
printer has trained his men—compos- 
itors, pressmen, binders, cutters—that 
good work takes time, and that their) 
craftmanship must never suffer be- 
cause of production schedules. Good 
paper and clean type are requisites 
of good printing, but even these may 
present a distasteful picture to the 
eye if poor workmanship is respon- 
sible for unbalanced type faces, poor 
register of color work, lack of imake- 
ready, or uneven binding and cutting. 
Yes, “cheap printing” is poor print- 
ing. There can be no other consist- 
ent answer.—Martin’s Papyrus.

caterpillars which have been an all 
too familiar part of country life in 
recent years. 

It is a remarkable fact that even in 
the egg there must be some instinct 
of nature which keeps the caterpillar 
from hatching until the young leaves 
are green on the trees. A late leaf- 
ing of the trees means a late hatch- 
ing of the caterpilars, and vice versa 
This year evidence indicate that it 
it will be about mid-May ere the 
plague is showing to any great extent. 

One factor which helped keep down | 
the spread of the plague last year 
will be present this year as always. 
This is the small ichneumon fly which 
lays its eggs either on or just un- 
der the skin of the caterpillar, and 
whose grub, in turn, eats the vitals 
of the caterpillar, causing it to die 
in the cocoon stage.

PILOT WOULD FLY AT 
300 MILES AN HOUR 


Paris, May 2.—Preparations for one 
of the most amazing exploits ever 
known in flying are now being made 
by a famous flying airman in the 
south of France. The airman, Adju- 
tant Bannet, aims at being the first 
man to fly at five miles a minute, 
or 800 miles an hour, 


It is said that he may even exceed 
this speed, and it is estimated that 
a machine could be designed to fly at 
320 miles an hour.

only plan left of increasing the speed 
of his machine is to dispense with 
the wheeled under-carriage. 

Wheels are essential for ascending. 
So the only thing to do is to drop 
the underearriage when the pilot is 
aloft, leaving him to land on two 
simple skids. 

The machine has a landing speed 
of something like 120 miles an hour. 

Bonnet has proved himself such a 
wizard at speed landings, and the 
aerodrome at Istres, wheré the tests 
are to be made, is so big, that he him- 
self and the experts who know his 
phenomenal dexterity, believe that he 
will make his spectacular skid-landing 
without injuring himself and with 
probably only some quite trifling dam- 


age to his machine.
